Moise reported himself as recovering 
from wounds. His boon companion,

Kan, is dead, and Charles Martin of

missing. 

Tells of Advance. 

Moise, when ting, was not aware 
that Chilcutt had bed& killed in battle. 
But as he had not heard of Chllcutt. 
he carried out a plan, arranged by the 
three Americans, by which it was agreed 
ihat if the friends became separated, 
one would write to the parents of the 
other in an effort to learn his com- 
vpanion’s whereabouts, or whether or 
not he still lived. 

Moise's letter to Chilcutt’s parents 
was written Sept. 10 from the 
Canadian Hospital at Cairo, Egypt. 
where Moise had been taken when 
wounded. In our last advance,” he 
wrote, “I saw Big Boy,’ my pet name 
for your son,, just before we charged 
the Turks’ advance trench. I did not 
see Will after. that, for I was wounded 
shortly after we took the trench. I had 
a bayonet wound in my thigh, a bullet 
in my neck and arm and chest, aud 
I had to be started for the beach quick- 
iy, and so did not have time to hunt 
‘Big Boy’ up. But the last time I saw 
him, Will was enjoying himself wast-

Moise was wounded Aug. 8. He said 
he expected to be sent to London.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—President 
Wilson today in a proclamation desig- 
nating Thursday, Nov. . as Thariks- 
giving Day, called attention to the 
fact that the United States has been 
at peace while most * Europe has 
been at war. 

“We have been able 4 assert our 
rights and the rights of mankind 
without breach 8f friendship with 
the great nations with whom we have 
had to deal,“ said the President: 

Text ef the Message. 

The text follows: 

It has long been the honored custom 
of our people to turn in the fruitful 
autumn of the year in praise and 
thanksgiving to Almighty God for his 
many blessings and mercies to us as a 
nation. The year that is now drawing 
to a close since we last observed our 
Hay of national thanksgiving has been, 
while a year of discipline because of the 
mighty forces of war and of changes 
which have disturbed the world, also a 
year of special blessing for us. 

“Another year of peace has deen 
vonchsafed us; another year in which 
uot only to take thought of our dutv 
to ourselves and to mankind, but also 
to adjust ourselves to the many respon- 
sibilities thrust upon as by a war which 
has involved almost the whole of Eu- 
rope. We have been able to assert 
our rights and the rights of mankind 
without breach of friendship with the 
great nations with whom we have had to 
deal, and while we have asserted rights, 
we have been able aiso to perform du- 
ties And exercise privileges of succor. 
and helpfulness which should serve to 
demonstrate our desire to make the 
offices of friendship the means of truly 
disinterested and unselfish service, 

Our ability tp serve all who could 
avail themselves of our services in the 
midet of crisis, has been increased by 
a gracious Providence, by more and 
more abundant crops, our ample finan- 
cial resources have enabled us to steady 
the markets of the world and facilitate 
necessary movement of commerce which 
the war might otherwise have rendered 
impossible and our people have come 
more and more to a sober realization 
of the part they have been called upon 
to play in time when all the world is 
shaken by unparalleled distresses and 
digasters.

Presseu to give a reason for his opin- 
ion, the of*cial replied that he based 
his expectations largely on the sound 
wusiness sense of the British,” whic 
would lead them to move for peace as 
soon as they saw nothing was to be 
gained by continuing the war. 

„Now we hold in the west,“ he con- 
tinued, “a strong fortified line enclos- 
ing a great enclave of Frenen and Bel- 
gian territory.

The second cardinal point is the res- 
toration of Germany's colonial empire 
in undiminished form, with certain ad- 
ditions, presumably at the expense of 
Belgium. That nation would be per- 
mitted to retain its independence and 
territories, with the exception of the 
Meuse line of fortresses. The demand 
for annexation of a strip of territory 
down to the coast line has been dropped; 
if, infeed, it ever formed part of the 
Government’s program. Even naval ex- 
perts are no longer agreed on the neces- 
sity or advisability of securing the much 
discussed naval base on the English 
Channel, particularly in view of the 
development of the submarines and the 
increase in their radius of attion. 


An insistent demand is heard in some 
quarters that in case of withdrawal 
from Belgium, Germany should retain 
control of the railroad for a number of 
years, but this, so far as is ascertain- 
able, is not an essential condition. 

France is looked to to provide a large 
part of the expected indemnity. Terri- 
torial demands against France apparent- 
ly are confined to rectification of the 
— ler for strategic reasons. 

inthe east the situation is less clear. 
Earlier in the war the Government ap- 
parently did not contemplate or even 
desire accessions of terrtiory at Rus- 
sia’s expense, beyond a possible ad- 
vance of the frontier for strategic rea - 
sons to the strong defensive swamp and 
river line formed by the Bug, Narew 
and Warta rivers. It was felt that re- 
tention of Russian Poland by Russia 
would present certain advantages from 
the viewpoint of German inte/nal poll- 
tics. The steady chain of victories and 
the insistence of Austria produced a 
change, however. Chancellor von Be 
mann-Hollweg, in his August speech, wi 
dicated clearfy a determination de- 
prive Russia of her Polish territor 
but whether these districts would have 
some form of national autonomy, be 
annexed to Austria-Hungary or admin- 
istered by Germany and Austria-Hun- 
gary jointly, is still uncertain. 


Sure Armies Can’t Be Beaten. 

This statement of German demands 
mayt seem to be a cool assumption of 
certain ultimate victory at a time when 
Germany's opponents are announcing 
their firm determination to prosecute 
the war to a successful end. However, 
it is symptomatic of the positive as- 
surance of practically all Germans, who 
are convinced the German armies can- 
not be beaten and that the Balkan sit- 


uation soon will clear up in their favor, 


giving them a road to Turkey, whence 
copper, cottön, foodstuffs and other 
supplies may be obtained. Then, they 
say, Germany can wait until her oppo- 
nents dre ready to acknowledge them- 
selves beaten, 


To all arguments as fo the impossibil-. 
ity of keeping the manhood of the na- 
line for a protracted 
period, as to the steadily growing finan- 
cial burden ot the war, as to the paral- 
ysis of German business life, xcept as 
devoted to war purposes, and as to the 
general desire fof peace, they reply that 
other nations are suffering equally and 
that Germany will not be the first to 
crack.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—The Zeppelin men- 
ace occupied the greater part of the 
time in the House of Lords last even- 
ing. Baron Sydenham, who for many 
years was in the Royal Engineers, crit- 

icised the London defenses. 

The Zeppelin must first be found by a 
searchlight, the range of which is often 
considerably less than that of the anti- 
aircraft guns,“ he said. ‘“‘The gunner 
must know very nearly the exact range. 
The time fuse of the shell must be set 
very close to the exact time. The sight- 
ing of the gun requires the greatest 
skill. To put untrained and unpracticed 
men in charge of guns like these is 
foolish. 

“The shooting in the latest raid was 
largely at random, the shells bursting 
nowhere near the Zeppelin. The men 
using these should come from the 
trenches, where they have been able 
to get actual practice.“

You will give 
him neither peace nor rest until victory 
has been gained. Go forward with stout 
hearts for the deliverance of your na- 
tive soil, for triumph, justice and liberty.

ALLIES DEFEATED 
AT. DARDANELLES, 
EYEWITNESS’ SAYS 


British Correspondent Blames 
Politicians for Failure in 
Near East. 


LONDON, ‘Oct %.—Ellis Ashmead- 
Bartlett, the corréspondent who for 
months represented the London papers 
at the. Dardanelles, has just returned to 
London. In an interview here he comes 
out strongly for what he terms a re- 
consideration of the Dardanelles cam- 
paign. He impiies that this campaign, 
‘if it ever had any hope of success, 
now has been completely robbed of it. 

He suggests that the allies should 
take what troops they have left to try 
for better luck elsewhere. Of the few 
divisions’’ in Saloniki he speaks con- 
temptuously, saying they could do no 
good. 

Giving up the Dardanelles operations, 
in Ashmead-Bartlett’s opinion, would 
not hurt the allies’ prestige. Their pres- 
tige in the Balkans, he adds, has been 
“reduced to nil” by the Foreign Office, 
by loquacious politicians and faulty di- 
plomacy, but it has been restored by the 
courage and tenacity of the allied 
troops. 

Assails Winston Chuarchill, 

He assails politicians in general and in 
particular Winston Churchill for his 
“rat Aigging' speech, and Lord.Curzon. 
Ashmead-Bartlett says: 

“A victory in West Poland would 
change the entire situation in the Bal- 
kans. The Teutonic influences would 
evaporate. With every captured trench 
another hostile frontier is created for 
central Powers, as the Balkan States do 
not love the Germans and are acting 
only under force majeure.“ 
Ashmead-Bartlett considers that a vic- 
tory in the Balkans cannot be won until 
spring and then only with an army of 
500,000 men. He thinks the Germans will 
merely retire to their own frontiers, 
leaving the allies to battle with the Bul- 
garians and other enemies. 

Speaking of the possible retirement of 
the allies from the Dardanelles, he op- 
poses the view that it would mean a 
loss of prestige. On the contrary, he 
considers that the desperate fighting on 
the Gallipoli Peninsula has restored the 
allies’ prestige in the near East, which 
the Foreign Office had reduced to nil.“ 


Detest Own Ally. 
Turkish prisoners, he says, express 
regret that their country is fighting 
England, and this, he adds, illustrates 
the awful blunders of the diplomats in 
having allowed things to lead to a war 
against a race whose members, cordial- 
ly detesting their own ally, are anima- 
ted with the most friendly spirit to- 
ward their opponents.

10 Saloniki are useless and may even be 
seriously compromised.” 

Reverting to the Dardanelles he says: 
“Apart from the question that the 
conception is of doubtful paternity, we 
committed a very conceivable blunder 
in our methods of carrying out the plan. 
Few minds were engaged that had any 
knowledge of the character of the 
Turks’ fighting qualities. and the geog- 
raphy of the country. Never before in 
this war has the situation been more 
serious. 

“Our boasted financial stamina in out- 
lasting our opponents is going fast to 
ruin by excessive expenditure in enter- 
prises which, if they ever had any hope 
of success, now have been finally robbed 
of all such hope. 

“A good gambler, when he loses much, 
can afford to stop. He waits for a turn 
in his luck and a fresh set of cards 
and clears off for another table. The 
raad and headstrong loses everything 
trying to recoup and has nothing left to 
make a fresh start elsewhere.“ 

The correspondent asks, “Which is 
England to be, the former or the lat- 
ter?” He insists that the first and fore- 
most thing to do is to enforcé a rigor- 
ous censorship of all speeches of Min- 
isters about any definite undertaking. 
“There must be no more threats 
against our enemies, and promises to 
cur friends,“ he concludes, until the 
naval and military authorities have 
given a written certificate that there is 
a reasonable prospect of carrying them 
cut.“

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 21.—Among 
those: summoned to appear before the 
Middlesex grand jury, which is inves- 
tigating student registration at Cam- 
bridge, is Robert S. G. C. O'Neil of St. 
Louis, business manager of Harvard 
Crimson, the daily college newspaper. 

It is alleged that Harvard students 
who are not fully self-supporting have 
registered as such, and, as the Massa- 
chusetts law does not permit paupers 
to vote and as, apparently, students 
who are not self-supporting are placed 
in the same list, effort is being made 
to ascertain who was the man or men 
1esponsible for rounding up 50 students, 
all Republicans, in the recent registra- 
tion sessions. Thirty students have 
been summoned, also George W. Cram, 
college recorder, and other university 
officers. 

O’Neil’s appearance in the case is the 
result of a notice that appeared in the 
Crimson, Oct. II, inviting men to reg- 
ister, and assuring them that the, uni- 
versity had provided counsel to tako 
care of their interests. The university 
denies that this statement was true, and 
the Crimson editors are reported as 
saying that they do not know from 
whence came the notice. Hence O’Nell’s 
summons to appear. He will face the 
grand jury probably tomorrow, when 
it resurnes its hearings.

Policemen who are enforcing the 
bright-light ordinance governing auto- 
mobiles on the streets these moonlight 
nights have to do some quick thinking 
and judging. 


directed to enforce strictly, provides 


that no automobile light shall cast a 
beam more than three feet from the 
ground at a distance of 75 feet in front 


of the machine. This is to prevent the 
momentary blinding of the drivers of 
approaching cars, which is likely to 
cause accidents.

X-RAY USED TO DETERMINE 
MAN'S AGE IN A CIVIL SUIT 


Unique Experiment Takes Place in 
Courtroom and Judgment Win 
Be Rendered on Result. 


ALAHABAD, Ind., Oct. 21.—To de- 
termine a man’s age by X-ray photo- 
graphs was undertaken by the court in 
a case here in which the minority of 
the defendant was a question at issue. 
Behari Lal, who was being sued on a 
mortgage. deed, set up that he was under 
age, while the plaintiff maintained he 
was over 21. 


X-ray evidence then was called for. 
Eight “skigrams’”’ or X-ray photographs 
of various parts of Behari Lil’s body 
were shown to Lieutenant-Colanel Bird- 
wood, civil surgeon of Lucknow. 

“The plate showing the elbow joint 
is the one on which I rely on support of 
my opinion,“ said the Colonel. These 
bones are all joined. The outer car- 
tileges join the shafts at the age of 14. 
The inner cartileges join the shafts be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 18. The plates 
therefore show that Behari Lal is at 
least 17 or 18 years of age. 

Dr. Omar, an X-ray expert, examined 
the plates and thought that Behari Lal 
was between 18 and 19 years old.

Country Has No Aristocracy, 
Middle Class or Proletariat ig 
West European Sense. 
BUREAUCRATS AT TOP 
Barbers and. Peasants Attained 
Rank Under the Efficiency 
Rules of Peter the Great.

| classes in Russia form among the most 


interesting studies for the visiting for- 
¢igner, provided he stays long enough 
in the realm of the Czar to learn the de- 
tails of the vast empire’s organiza- 
tion and to get some understanding 
therefor, says a bulletin issued by the 
National Geographic Society, which 
deals with one of the proudest boasts of 
the Russians, their boast that fixed 
castes do not exist in Muscovy. 

The enthusiastic Russian, the bulle- 
tin continues, denies that there is any 


such thing as social class in Russian, | 
and.enlarges upon this statement with 
the prediction that Russia is destined to 
become the foremost~civilization in the 
| world because it is not hampered by | 


class prejudices and class hatreds. The 
Russian noble mixes with the Russian 
merchant, and hag no feeling, as a no- 
ble, of the inseperable gulf between him 
and the peasant. In theory, at least, 
opportunities for advancement and hon- 
ors in the service of the Government 
are equal for all, as are the opportu- 


nities for education and social interg | 


course. In the sense accepted in West- 
ern Europe, Russia, In reality, has no 
bourgeoisie, no aristocracy, and no pro- 
letariat. 

The Russophile’s insistence that Rus- 
sia has no social classes is not strictly 
correct. It is true, as incongruous as 


it seems that Russians, ti supporters | 


of autocracy, are among the most dem- 
ocratic of all peoples. In their local or- 
ganizations, the village communes, the 
Russian peasants possess an almost 
perfect organization from the social 
democrat’s point of view, while their 
nobles, once freeholders, remade into 
servants of the state by Peter the 
Great, and modified by succeeding sov- 
ereigns, have developed no strong class 
consciousness, no iron-clad traditions, 
and no isolating esprit de corps. They 
comprise rich and poor Russian citizens, 
citizens of high and low degree, citizens 
of culture and ‘illiterate citizens 
Certain Class Advantages. 

Nevertheless, position. wealth and cul- 
ture in Russia, as everywhere else, do 
constitute class advantages, while, un- 
til just recently, the clergy of Russian 
church formed the most exclusive of 
fixed castes. The nobles, mostly large 
landed proprietors, and the tchinovnika 
innumerable Government of- 
ficials, also form special classes, and. 
as in Western Europe, there are circles 
within circles. Moreover, these va- 
rious classes are recognized by a mass 
of legislation in the Russian code. 

But Russians can claim one advan- 
tage. That is, that their country is 
almost free from class hatreds, and the 
existing classes are, generally speak- 
ing, very fluid. A firmly established 
autocracy leaves little room for a bt- 
ter struggle between class and class: 
a country, where more than two-thirds 
of the people are engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits, has still less occasion for 
class: animosities, and, when it is fur- 
ther considered that the true Russian 
is a social democrat by nature, it is 
no longer an object for wonderment 
that the catchwords of the west, used 
in the pglitical and economic struggles 
of the classes, have but little substance 
and meaning for the Russian. 

The distinctions between man and 
man, and family and family, in Rus- 
sia, are largely superficial. The law 
recognizes—as the Russophile explains 
—merely by way of administrative i.c- 
tions, four general divisions of the peo- 
ple—the nobility, the clergy, the téwn- 
dwellers and the peasantry. Peter the 
Great, a passionate organizer who spent 
his energetic life in the endeavor to 
centralize the state and give it an ef- 
ficient scheme of government, made 
class distinctions in the land much 
mare definite than they had been be- 
fore, and, also, added to them. His 
successors traveled in the paths which 
he had pointed out. 

Ambition of Catherine the Great. 

Catherine the Great, a German Prin- 
cess, endeavored to create a West-Eu- 
ropean aristocracy and a ‘bourgeoisie 
in her empire, and, with these objects 
in view, as, also, probably that of her 
own fame, she was untiring in her ef- 
forts to found towns. Peter the Great 
made efficiency the road to rank, and 
améung the Counts whom he created, 
some had begun life as peasants; bar- 
berg, butlers, etc. Catherine II took the 
organization of the French monarchy as 
her model. 

The great landowners and the higher 
Government officials form the first so- 
clety of the realm; the wealthy mer- 
chants, smaller landowners and the 
great@part of the professiona] people 
make up the middle class, the 
small tradespeople, the artisans, and the 
peasantry constitute a third class. There 
ie practically no _  proletariat—though 
guch a class is in the making in Mos- 
cow and in some other of the greater 
cities. Decorations are common, as are 
titles. There are more than 700,000 mem- 
bers of the nobility, among whom there 
are hundreds of Princes and Princesses. 
Russia's plentiful supply of nobilities 
has kept them from becoming objects 
of awe to Russian folk in general. The 
Russian pays most honor to the Gov- 
ernment the tehinovnika, or

Country Has No Aristocracy, 
Middle Class or Proletariat ‘ig 
West European Sense. 
BUREAUCRATS AT TOP 
Barbers and. Peasants Attained 
Rank Under the Efficiency 
Rules of Peter the Great.

| Classes in Russia form among the most 


Interesting studies for the visiting for- 
eigner, provided he stays long enough 
in the realm of the Czar to learn the de- 
tails of the vast empire’s organiza- 
tion and to get some understanding 
therefor, says a bulletin issued by the 
National Geographic Society, which 
deals with one of the proudest boasts of 
the Russians, their boast that fixed 
castes do not exist in Muscovy. 

The enthusiastic Russian, the bulle- 
tin continues, denies that there is any 
such thing as social class in Russian, 


and enlarges upon this statement with 


the prediction that Russia is destined to 


become the foremost: civilization in the 


| world because it is not hampered by | 
The = 


class prejudices and class hatreds. 
Russian noble mixes with the Russian 
merchant, and hag no feeling, as a no- 
ble, of the inseperable gulf between him 
and the peasant. In theory, at least, 
opportunities for advancement and hon- 
ors in the service of the Government 
are equal for all, as are the opportu- 


nities for education and social inter; | 


course. In the sense accepted in West- 
ern Europe, Russia, In reality, has no 
bourgeoisie, no aristocracy, and no pro- 
letariat. 7 

The Russophile's insistence that Rus- 
sia has no social classes is not strictly 
correct. 


it seems that Russians, tie supporters | 


of autocracy, are among the most dem- 
ocratic of all peoples. In their local or- 
ganizations, the village communes, the 
Russian peasants possess an almost 
perfect organization from the social 
democrat’s point of view, while their 
nobles, once freeholders, remade into 
servants of the state bv Peter the 
Great, and modified by succeeding sov- 
ereigns, have developed no strong class 
consciousness, no jiron-clad traditions, 
and no isolating esprit de corps. They 
comprise rich and poor Russian citizens, 
citizens of high and low degree, citizens 
of culture and ‘lliterate citizens 
Certain Class Advantages. 

Nevertheless, position, wealth and cul- 
ture in Russia, as everywhere else, do 
constitute class advantages, while, un- 
til just recently, the clergy of Russian 
church formed the most exclusive of 
fixed castes. The nobles, mostly large 
landed proprietors, and the tchinovnika 
innumerable Government of- 
fictals, also form special classes, and. 
as in Western Europe, there are circles 
within circles. Moreover, these va- 
rious classes are recognized by a mass 
of legislation in the Russian code. 

But Russians can claim one advan- 
tage. That is, that their country is 
almost free from class hatreds, and the 
existing classes are, generally speak- 
ing, very fluid. A firmly established 
autocracy leaves little room for a b t- 
ter struggle between class and class: 
a country, where more than two-thirds 
of the people are engaged in agricul- 
tural pursuits, has still less occasion for 
class: animosities, and, when it is fur- 
ther considered that the true Russian 
is a social democrat by nature, it is 
no longer an object for wonderment 
that the catchwords of the west, used 
in the pglitical and economic struggles 
of the classes, have but little substance 
and meaning for the Russian. 

The distinctions between man and 
man, and family and family, in Rus- 
sia, are largely superficial. The law 
recognizes—as the Russophile explains 
—merely by way of administrative i.c- 
tions, four general divisions of the péo- 
ple—the nobility, the clergy, the téwn- 
dwellers and the peasantry. Peter the 
Great, a passionate organizer who spent 
his energetic life in the endeavor to 
centralize the state and give it an ef- 
ficient scheme of government, made 
class distinctions in the land much 
mare definite than they had been be- 
fore, and, also, added to them. His 
successors traveled in the paths which 
he had pointed out. 

Ambition of Catherine the Great. 

Catherine the Great, a German Prin- 
cess, endeavored to create a West-Eu- 
ropean aristocracy and a ‘bourgeoisie 


in view, as, also, probably that of her 
own fame, she was untiring in her ef- 
forts to found towns. Peter the Great 
made efficiency the road to rank, and 
améung the Counts whom he created, 
some had begun life as peasants): bar- 
berg, butlers, ete. Catherine II took the 
organization of the French monarchy as 
her model. 

The great landowners and the higher 
Government officials form the first so- 
clety of the realm; the wealthy mer- 
chants, smaller landowners and the 
great@part of the professional] people 
make up the middle class, the 
the 
peasantry constitute a third class. There 
ie practically no 
such a class is in the making in Mos- 
cow and in some other of the greater 
cities. Decorations are common, as are 
titles. There are more than 700,000 mem- 
bers of the nobility, among whom there 
are hundreds of Princes and Princesses.

TRIAL CONTINUED 
10 JANUARY 10 


BOWLING GREEN, Mo., Oct. 21.—The 
trial of Fred D. Wilkins, charged with 
the murder of Col. Alten M. Walker of 
Louisiana, was halted yesterday after- 
noon, after it had progressed so far as 
the selection of a jury, because of the 
absence of witnesses needed by the 
prosecution.

Fine Says He Didn’t Borrow 
From Saloonmen, That Poli- 
ticians Are Behind Charges. 


It was learned at Clayton today 
that Prosecuting Attorney Ralph 
had decided to issue an infor- 
mation, charging oppression in office, }- 
against Robert J. Fine of Webster 
Groves, a member of the St. Louis g 
County Excise Board, unless Gov. 
Major decided to take some imme- 
diate action toward removing Fine 
or having a public hearing of saloon 
keepers’ complaints against Fine's 
conduct. 

The Prosecutor, in a written state- 
ment, said he had made a personal in- 
vestigation last night at saloons in 
Carondelet township, in the south part 
of the county, and had received in- 
formation from several saloon keepers 
bearing Out the statements made in 3. 
sworn affidavit yesterday by John 
Regnier, a saloonkeeper. 

Whe ntalking to one saloon keeper,” 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph wrote, 
Barnes called over the telephone and 
bawled the saloonkeeper out.“ 

The Barnes referred to is H. I. 
Barnes, a friend of Vine, with an office 
in the Vanol building, Vandeventer av- 
enue and Olive street. Barnes formerly 
lived at Meramec 2 


Tells of $100 Loa 
Regnier, in his affidavit, told of a Siw 


loan which he said was obtained from 
him April 30 last by Fine. He said 
Fine asked him for $200, and that, when 
he consented to lend half the amount, 
Mine arranged for Barnes and Morton 
W. Richmond, who is employed by 
Barnes, to give Regnier a note for the 
amount. This note was renewed Aug. 
2 for six months Regnier said. The 
note, bearing the signature of Rich- 
mond and Barnes, is attached to the at- 
fidavit. ) 

One day iast July, Regnier said in his 
affidavit, he (Regnier) took Fine and 
Joh Robitschm in Regnier’s automobile, 
cn a tour of visits to county salooas. 
On their ride; Regnier avers, Fine ob- 
tained money at each of four saloons, 
the amount being usually $50. The sa- 
loonkeepers who made these loans, Re. 
nier said, were Charles Schubert, George 
Clemens, George Tegemeyer and Joon 
Fuerst. 

Schubert, Fuerst and Tegemeyer, 
when visited by the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, made signed statements that Fine 
had borrowed money from them in July. 

Schubert, whe has a salon at Gar- 
dJenville, said Fine, on July 7, asked to 
borrow $50, saying he wanted to make 
a payment on his house. Schubert said 
he gave Fine a check for that amount 


Jon the Gravois Bank, made payable to 


cash, and that it had nct been repaid, 


or even mentioned since, bv Fine. 


Prosecutor Has Check, 

Last Friday, Schubert said, Fine 
and Richmond visited his saloon and 
asked him for the cancelled check. 
He said Fine declared that he had 
given the check to Richmond to pay 
Richmond’s hospital bill, and that 
they wanted to get the check to set- 
tle an argument between them. 
Schubert Shiq he refused to give it to 
them. This check is in the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney’s possession, and on it’s 
back bears the indorsements of Rich- 
mond and Fine. 

Tells of $25 Cash Loan, 

Fuerst, who lives at Affton, said Fine 
wanted to borrow $50, and finally ac- 
cepted $25 in cash. Tegemeyer, whose 
saloon is at 651 Grand avenue, Caron- 
delet, St. Louis County, said he offered 
Fine a check when the Commissioner 
asked to borrow $50, but that Fine re- 
fused it, and said he wanted cash.

OWEN'S SON GIVES 
CHECKS HARVEY IS 
_ AFTER 10 LAWYER 


Circuit Attorney Had Contem- 
plated Their Use as Grand 
Jury Eviaence. 


Circuit Attorney Harvey learned 
today that he would not get from 
Harvey S. Owen the checks, signed 
by his father, John B. Owen, former- 
ly deputy collector in charge of wa- 
ter rates, which for a time took the 
place of Water Department funds in 
the cashier’s keeping, and which were 
redeemed by the younger Owen from 
Collector Koeln. The grand jury was 
to take up the investigation of John 
B. Owen's official acts this afternoon. 

Young Owen had told the Circuit 
Attorney that he would produce the 
checks as evidence that his father 
had squared his obligation to the 
city’s funds. But today he announced 
that he had reconsidered this and had 
placed the checks in a lawyer's 
keeping. 

This decision tollowed the announce- 
ment that the checks might be used as 
the basis of a technical charge of ém- 
bezzlement. Courts have held that the 
substitution of a check, or of anything 
else than legal tender, for public funds, 
constitutes embezzlement. 

The Circuit Attorney said he was sor- 
ry that the Collector had let the checks 
be redeemed, but he thought it possi- 
ble that he might get possession of them 
by legal means, or that he might ob- 
tain records which would serve the same 
purpose as evidence. 

Officials of the Mercantile Trust Co., 
with which Owen had a personal ac- 
count, will be summoned to produce 
books and records, showing how Owe) 
deposited to his credit excess payments 
received. from water users, and how he 
checked out the rebates to them.

Handel Booth, M. P., presiding at ad 
meeting of insurance experts this week, 
declared that the position of the act is 
critical, and others urged that Parila- 
ment pass an emergency bill to amend 
it.

The employment of a great host of

Four separate commissions, one fur 
each of the four kingdoms and each 
with a great clerical staff, and a cum- 
bersome joint committee, were created 
ier the administration of the act. 

The salaries of officials alone con- 
sumed $2,500,000 per year; office rentals 
and stationery expenses also have eaten 
up a considerable percentage of income. 
Retrenchment in these items is the 
first measure of reform considered, and 
the amalgamation of the English, 
Scottish and Welsh commissions is pro- 
rosed. 

Eighteen Cents Per Week. 

On its payment side the insurance act 
provided for contributions of 18 cents 
per week for all persons earning $3.75 
c; less. Of this the workman, or wom- 
an, paid 8 cents, the employed 6 cents 
and the State 4 cents. Free medical at- 
tendance at all times, an allowance 
during sickness of $2.50 per week for 
men and $1.75 for women for the first 
three months, and 5 shillings for perma- 
nent disablement were the principal ben- 
efits, while a maternity allowance of 3) 
shillings for the mother of each child 
born was a popular feature. 

The simple reason for the failure of 
the great enterprise to meet the ex 
rectations of its sanguine promoters is 
that expenses have far exceeded the 
original estimates. 

The building of sanatoria for consump- 
lives at a cost of $7,500,000 was an im- 
portant feature which has not been 
realized because of lack of funds to 
build.

‘United States One of the Con- 
Signors of 135,000 Skins 
‘Placed on Sale Today. 


Fifty fashionably dressed women pat 
in the balcony of the Funsten Bros. 
warehouse, Second and Elm streets, this 
morning, and saw the auctioning off, in 
wholesale lots, of the furs which will 
be worn a year from now by women 
of this country, and perhaps of other 
lands. 

There were 135,000 skins in the lot, the 
United States Government being the 
chief consignor, and Philip B. Foulke 
presided over the sale to buyers, who 
represented retail houses in St. Louis 
and in other cities. Among the buyers 
were H. Eulenstein and A. Eisenbach 
o1 Leipsic, Germany, and H. J. O’Toole, 
representing a Paris firm, besides buy- 
ers from several cities in the United 
States. 

H. M. Smith of the fisheries branch 
of the Department of Commerce was 
present to supervise the sale of the furs 
belonging to the Government, most of 
which came from Alaska and the Aleu- 
tian and Pribyloff island groups. 

The furs sent by private. consignors 
came from all parts of the Northern 
United States and from all the Cana- 
dian provinces. 

St. Louis Supplants 
Market. 

The Government furs were formerly 
sold in London, which was the world's 
central fur market. Two years ago 
the Department of Commerce tried the 
experiment of marketing its furs in St. 
Louis, which has long been recognized 
as the principal fur market of the 
United States. The success of this ex-

The most numerously represented of 
the animal kingdom, in this sale, was 
the musquash, or muskrat, which had 
contributed his outer covering to the 
total number of 8,593 skins, to the suc- 
cess of the occasion.

It was not learned 
whether this cat has nine lives, with 
a différent skin for each life.

The rarest skin was that of the sea 
otter, only one being shown. 


There were 10,000 ermine pelts, and it 
Was a question whether these, or the 
finest grades of fox, would prove to be 
in the greatest demand by buyers. The 
highest price, at the morning session, 
was brought by a lot of four extra- 
extra-blue fox skins, which sold for 
$250. Rump fox skins, in small lots, sold 
as low as $2 each.

DUNKIRK, France, Oct. 5.ä—0On the 
map of Europe the portion of Bel- 


sium that remains to the allies is 
not large, but now it is such a busy 
part of the world that one who 
whirls through it for several days 
in a military motor car, as an Asso- 
ciated Press corresponient is now 
doing, is likely to think that it is a 
very large part of Europe, t vil- 
lages are so full of French, lgian 
and British soldiers, there are 30 
many camps, hospitals and bases of 
one sort and another—here an avia- 
tion camp, there an ambulance sta- 
tion and so on—that to visit the 
country is to realize the many-sided 
activities of warfare as one per- 
haps could not realize them in any 
other way. For one man in the 
trenches there seems to be 50 carry- 
ing supplies and ammunition, bufld- 
ing roads, repairing bridges, string- 
ing telephone wires and construct- 
ing barbed-wire entanglements.

Between Dunkirk and Ypres one 
can fing all grades of demolition. 
What happened to Dunkirk by the 
action of a Krupp gun over 20 miles 
away almost everybody in the world 
knows now. But what happened to 
that gun it would be of greater in- 
terest to know, and neither the 
French nor the Germans are saying 
anything about it’ But the people of 
Dunkirk know that it has not been 
in action for two months.
